Portfmouth, Dated June 1, 1743,—Taken from the 
Chriftian hiffory, page 384.—As there has been much faid 
of late concerning the work of God’s fpirit in Portsmouth, 
which took place two years ago, of which I have been an 
eye, ear, and I truft an heart witnefs ; and as intend in 
this and the following numbers, to give a particular ac- 
count of it, I think it ny duty to give a fhort hiftory of 
the work ofGod in this town, 62 years ago,that the people 
who believe that the Lord has wrought a’ work here, and 
thofe who call it delufion, may fee the pe between 
what was feen. then, and what has been § 

years paft.—I fhall only give a few extratts from Mr. 
Shurtleff’s letters to Mr. Cooper of Boflony 

His words are thelej—

that there was another fermon in the evening ; ; and a great 
number of them, and fome of the minifters with them 
ftayed ’till it was late, im the place of public worfhip. 
The next day a fermon was again preached in public, and 
had an unufual efficacy 1 upon the hearers. The day after 


we had two or three exercifes, and the congregation,. 


reat part of it, continued togecher "till late at night. 

This Friday was the molt remarkable day that was 
ever known among us. The whole congregation feemed 
gecply affected ; and there was fuch a general outcry, in 
fome, from a diftrefing fight of their fins, and in others 
from a joyful fenfe of the love of Curist, that it could 
not bur put a great many in mind of the appzgring of the 
fon of man, and of the different exclamations that fhall be 
Heard fromm the inhabitants of the world, when they. fhall 
fee him coming in the clouds of heaven, in power, and 
great glory. x here, upon my making mention of 
this folemn and 4Wwful event, I am led torelate a circum- 
ftance ; which though but {mall and inconfiderable in it- 
felf, feemed to be overruled by God, to ferve great and 
good ourpofes ; and-upon this account may be worthy of 
notice.——Late in the evening of the fame day, before the 
body of the people had left the place of public worfhip, 
the chimney of an houfe that flood near to #, happened 
to take fire and blaze out toan uncommon degree ; upon 
the fadden appearance of the light breaking in at the 
feveral windows, there was a cry made, that Chrift was 
coming to Judgment ; which being really believed by a 
great many, fome that were not before fo much affe &ed 
as others, were put into. the deepeft diitrefs, and great 
numbers had their convictidus ftrengthened and con- 
firmed. 

“As I was called abroad upon the day next enfuing, 
what I laft mentioned, it was Spree. to obferve the 
ferioufnefi that appeared in the face of almoft every one I 
occafionally met with; and it ‘eemed as if there was 
hardly any fuch thing as entering into a houfe ip which 
there was not fome poor wounded and diftreffed foul ; 
and where there was not a greater or lefs degree of con- 
cern in all belonging to it as to their fpiritual and eternal

“ As to the place in general, ( Portfmouth, N. H.) that 
there is an alteration in it for the better, muf@ I think 
needs be owned by every.unprejudiced obferver. That 
there is not that: profane cur/ing and fwearing, which has 
ufual, has been acknowledged by fome 
who are far from. being well affected to the prefent times. 
That the Sabbath ismore ftrictly obferved, is out of all 
manner of difpute ; family wor/hip, where it was negleét- 
ed, in a variety of infkances, is now-fet.up. Some that. 
were manifeftly of a narrow, felfifh.and. worldly fpirit, 
and feemed uawilling to part with any thing of what 
they pofleffed to any good and charitable ufe whatfoever ; 
appear now to have their hearts much enlarged, and are 
ready to diftribute of their fubftance, as the honor of God 
and the wants of their follow-Chriftians ha¥® called for it. 
Many that havedealt di/honefily, have not only acknowl- 
edged the wrongs they have done, but made re/fitution for 
them—.Mufic and dancing feems to be wholly laid afide. 
Where you might formerly have heard jovia/, and it may 
be profane and obfcene jongs, you may now hear p/alms and 
hymns of prasfe fang toGop & to our Lorn Jesus Curist.

THE fiiuation ofthe people in Portfmouth, in the 
year 1802, as it refpeéted things eterma/, was truly mel- 
™ ancholy. The people feemed given up to the pleafures 
of fin ; excepting a defpifed few. Every minifter in the 
town feemed unconcerned about the people, and iniquity 
generally abounded. Lhave been im feveral fea-ports, 
® but I never heard fo much-profane language any where}. 
| as I ufed to hear in this town fromold and young. Many 
young men condu@ted folbad at the corners of the firects, 
@ that men were appointed to difperfe them, and prevent 
their injuring thofe who paffed peaceably along:

The felectmen were real re- 
publicans, and confequently poflefled liberality. They

office.” Many people attended, and appeared folemn. 
About three weeks after this I came again. At that time

‘and cried to the Lord to have mercy on her fowl, 
for fhe was undone forever. She continued in the moft 
liftreffing fituation for fourteen days, and was then fet at 
erty. to’ rejoice in the Lord with joy unfpeakable and 
bd glory, From this time meetings were held in 
Wate houfes frequently, and there appeared an increa- 
pg attention. Several appeared troubled on account of 
prefent undone fituation. I ufed to preach in the
